Called in France 


To Set Franc Value 


PARIS (UPI)—Premier Charles de Gaulle cut 
short a Christmas vacation in the country and returned 
here Friday for economic talks that are expected to 
lead to devaluation of the franc. 


De Gaulle was closeted with 
his Cabinet's financial and bud- 
get experts on his return, fol- 
lowing a surprise decree that 
had shut down financial mar- 
kets throughout France for the 
day. 

The Premier is expected to 
call a Pall session of the Ceabi- 


net Saturday to discuss tiie 
situation. 
The order closing the mar- 


kets did not affect the nation’s 
hanks, which opened for busi- 
ness as usual. Paris banks re- 
ported “no abnormal activity” 
a8 a resuit of the devaluation 


of our clients has 
shown any nervousness today 
as a result of these reports,” 
one banker said. 


Speculation Rife 

PARIS (AP)—Premier Charles 
de Gaulle Thursday night ap- 
peared to he on the verge of 
tailoring a new French france 
that he hopes will put the coun- 
try on a firm financial basis 
for the opening of the six- 
nation Common Market. 

A Cabinet meeting was called 
Frida, for a final decision. 
In preparation for the move, 
the Finance Ministry ordered all 
financial exchanges in France to 
stay closed Friday. 

In anticipation of some revi- 
sion of the value of the franc, 
the Paris black market for gold 
and foreign currencies spurted 
slightly last week. The franc 
has held steady at about 440 to 
the United States dollar since 
De Gaulle came to power last 
June, It closed Wednesday at 
47i to the dollar. The official 
rate is 420. 

Paris newspapers have been 
filled with speculation about 
changes in franc. Three prin- 
cipal means of realignment 
have been mentioned. 

1. A devaluation of 10 to 15 
per cent to bring French prices 
into line with those of the other 
Common Market nations. 

2. A new “De Gaulle franc” 
that would be worth one hun- 
dred of the present franc. This 
would he done by changing pres- 
ent 1,000 frane notes for a new 
10-frane note, having the same 
purchasing power. This would 
be primarily a psychological 
move to give the france a hard 
currency appearance. 

3%. A slight move toward con- 
vertibility, probably limited to 
specialized financial transac- 
tions, 

Finance Ministry experts have 
heen studying possible measures 
for weeks but there was no as- 
surance of just what suggestions 
the Cabinet would accept, The 
Finance Ministry has limited it- 
self to “no comment” since the 
speculation broke into open. 

The announcement of the clos- 
ing of financial exc hanges said 
this was being done “to avoid 
any inopportune reaction before 
the decisions which will be 
taken by the Government.” 

The Common Market linking 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxemburg in a customs union 
starts operation on Jan. 1. At 
that time tariffs among the six 
countries go down 10 per cent 
and import quotas go up 20 
per eent. France has promis- 
ed that it will honor all of its 
obligations under the Common 


Market Treaty without resort- 
ing to escape clauses,

Firing Squads 
Said Busy 
In Canton 


HONGKONG  (UPI)—Travel- 
lers arriving from Communist 
China in recent weeks tell of 
almost. daily exeeutions by 
firing squads in Canton, capital 
of South China’s Kwangtung 
Province. 

The executions are held in 
the early morning and other 
prisoners held in Canton jails 
are marched out to witness 
them, these sources said. 

Some of the victims were 
tried and sentenced on charges 
of being intelligence agents for 
the Chinese Nationalists. Others 
are being shot for disrupting 
the “people's communes” pro- 
gram. 

Just how many executions 
have taken place is not known. 
But the travellers who have 
been in Canton recently say 
they occur daily and as many 
as 20 are shot at a time. 

As far as is known here the 
persons sentenced to death 
were convicted of individual 
crimes and were not part of any 
organized or large uprisings, the 
travellers said.

US. Traffic Toll 
In Sharp Increase 


CHICAGO (AP) — Traffic 
deaths in the first quarter of 
the long American Christmas 
weekend have taken a sharp 
upturn and Friday were run- 
ning at a higher rate than the 
nation’s all-time record for any 
holiday. 

At noon, 239 highway deaths 
had been reported. Safety ex- 
perts expressed alarm over the 
slaughter on the roads and pre- 
dicted a new death toll record 
unless motorists are “shocked 
into better behavior.” 

The rate of fatalities was 
more than seven per hour since 
the count started at 6 p.m. 
Christmas Eve. It was far 
higher than the National Safe- 
ty Council's pre-holiday esti- 
mate of 620 deaths during the 
102-hour period which ends at 
midnight Sunday. 

The count also was at a fast- 
er clip than for a comparable 
period during the 1956 four-day 
Christmas holiday period when 
the all-time record of 706 traf- 
fic deaths was recorded. That 
mark is the highest § traffic 
death toll for any holiday 
period, 

in addition to the heavy traf- 
fic death toll,.43 people perish- 
ed in fires while 27 others died 
from miscellaneous causes, 
bringing the total up to 309,

MOSCOW (Kyodo-Reuter)—Marshal Vassily Sokolovsky, Chief

Sokolovsky was speaking in 
Supreme Soviet (Parliament) on 
Berlin and disarmament prob- 
lems. 

Sokolovsky said the Soviet 
proposals for Berlin would 
bring harm to nobody and were 
not an ultimatum.

Sokolovsky described a speech 
made by British Defense Minis- 
ter Duncan Sandys as “threaten- 
ing the Soviet Union.” Before 
threatening the Soviet Union, 
Sandys should remember the 
fate of Engiand in case of the 
outbreak of a new war. 

Britain could po loiger use 
its insular position to step im 
later and :eap the laurels of 
victory, he said. “If the im- 
perialist NATO Moc in which 
fngiare is a participant tries to 
start a war then there is no 
doubt that in the first few days, 
if not in the first few hours, 
Britain would suffer a decisive

100 Feared Lost as Storms 
Hit Fishing, Cargo Boats 


FUKUSHIMA (Kyvyodo)— 
Seven fishing boats with 52 fish- 
ermen aboard were believed to 
have sunk yesterday afternoon 
in a storm off Harakama, Soma, 
Fukushima Prefecture. 

A storm with winds of 10 
meters per second (25 mph) 
swept the area yesterday. 

The vessels were among some 
30 boats belonging to the Matsu- 
kawa and Harakama Fisheries 
Associations which were fishing 
about six Kilometers (3.7 miles) 
off Harakama. 

Debris from one ship, the 6 
ton Inari Maru, was washed 
ashore and it was believed cer- 
tain that the ship was destroved. 

Meanwhile, the l-ton Seigoro 
Maru, with two fishermen 
aboard, was missing yesterday 
afternoon after it left Haneda 
for Goi-machi,  Iechihara-gun, 
Chiba Prefecture. 


Freighter Capsizes 

NAGOYA (Kyodo)—Little 
hope was held yesterday for the 
safety of the 13 crew members 
of the 498-ton cargo ship Tenyu 
Maru No. 11 which capsized off 
Shiraishi beach in Aichi Prefec- 
ture, 

Local Maritime Safety Agency 
ofticiais feared that the crew- 
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men might have been trapped 
inside the vessel when it cap- 


sized about 50 meters (150 
feet) off the beach around 7 
a.m. yesterday, 


An MSA patrol boat rushed to 
the scene wpon receiving the 
report of the disaster, but rough 
seas prevented it from approach- 
ing the capsized ship. 

The Tenyu Maru was en route 
to Hakata from Tokyo with a 
cargo of automobiles and crude 
rubber, 

MSA officials reported there 
were no indications that any of 
the crewmen had swum ashore. 

The vessel is owned by Osamu 
Kanbara of Numakuma. Hiro- 
shima Prefecture.

NAGASAKT (Kyodo) — The

Maru was feared lost in a sterm 
off the Goto Islands, Nagasaki 
Prefecture yesterday morning.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Western 
observers said Friday Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko's 
Christmas Day speech: to the 
Supreme Seviet appearec Ww 
contain a new Russian plea for 
a round-table conference of ma- 
jor powers. 


They noted that, while Gro- 
myko's speech contained the 
usual attribution of sinister 


motives to the West and threats 
of umiversal destPartion if the 
Berlin crisis touches off a 
world war, it als® contained an 
expression of readiness to 
“hear and discuss any Western 
ideas” for a Berlin settlement. 


While it appears for the time 
being at least that Russia is 
standing firm in its demand for 
an end to the four-power occu- 
pation of Berlin, Western ob- 
servers believed a compromise 
might be possible if the West- 
ern powers submit counterpro- 
posals rather than reject the 
Red plan out of hand, 


if they not show them- 
selves willing to negotiate, 
these observers said, in Gro- 
myko's words Berlin “might be- 
come another Sarajevo, result- 
ing in history’s worst holo- 
caust.” 

His reference to Sarajevo con- 
cerned the Serbian town where 
the assassination of an Austrian 
archduke in 1914 provided the 
spark that set off World War L. 

Gromyko said also that Rus- 
sia is ready at any time to sign 
an agreement with the United 
States and Britain to end nu- 
clear weapons tests “without 
any reservations and precondi- 
tions.”

Lidija Sentjure, member of 
the Government who presented 
it, said the law is designed “to 
liquidate capitalistic social rela- 
tions.” 

While the law nationalizes 
apartment and business houses 
in Yugoslavia, private owner- 
ship remains on small family 
houses with one or two apart- 
ments. Bigger houses are na- 
tionalized, but the owner will 
be permitted to retain owner- 
ship of two apartments, the size 
of which will be decided later 
by decree, 

The state will

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Amert- 
can officials looked upon the 
latest Soviet declaration on a 
nuclear test ban Thursday as a 
repetition of past proposais un- 
acceptable to the United States.

| ister Andrei Gromyko’'s declara- 


tion on the issue to be along 
lines of past Russian demands 
for a perpetual nuclear test ban 
international con. 
trol to enforce it. 


Gromyko told the Supreme 
Soviet that Russia is ready at 
any time to sign an agreement 
to ban atomic tests. He said 
Russia would do so without re- 
servations or conditions. 


The State Department dec- 
lined formal comment on Gromy- 
ko’s speech. However, officials 
privately noted that there was 
nothing particularly new in it. 


U.S. authorities repeatod 
America’s interest in adequate 
policing of a test ban. They 
said Gromyko's proposal left 
unmentioned the need for in- 
spection machinery to see that 
a ban is enforced, 


American Officials also disag- 
reed with Gromyko'’s conten- 
tion that no substantial progress 
had been made at the Geneva 
conference on a nuclear test 
ban. 


The US. experts said they 
felt that a basis had been laid 
at those talks for a workable 
nuclear test suspension under 
international control and _ ins- 
pection if the Russians were 
really sincere in their negotia- 
tions, 

There was some interest here 
in GromyKko’s declaration that 
the Russians were willing to 
agree to a limited number of 
nuclear tests for peaceful pur- 
poses, 

The United States ie in favor 
of this, because of the useful- 
ness of employing atomic blasts 
to clear harbors, build dams 
and perform other constructive 
projects. 

However, the United States 
beliewes that there must. be 
adequate international supervi- 
sion of such peaceful uses of 
nuclear blasts, officials said. 

This supervision would be to 
make certain that such explo- 
sions are not actually disguis- 
ed military experiments. 

Gromyko’s speech was re- 
garded here as little more than 
the stock reiteration of the Rus- 
sian position on a number of 
matters. 

However, it was expected to 
get some attention at the State 
Department because of its refer- 
ence to a possible agreement on 
tests for peaceful purposes,

U.S. Hopes for Defense Pacts 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
United States hopes to conclude 
defense agreements with Iran, 
Turkey and Pakistan next 
month despite American refusal 


to give the three nations re- 
quested blanket guarantees 
against aggression, informed 


sources said Thursday. 

The three Baghdad Pact mem- 
bers asked for guarantees 
against attack from any source, 
Communist or not, in nearly 
identical drafts of defense 
agreements they hoped the 
United States would sign. The 
drafts were submitted to the US. 
Government earlier this month. 

Negotiations on the agreement 
have been in progress since late 
fall. They are the result of a 
declaration issued at the con- 
clusion of a special Baghdad 
Pact meeting in London on July 
<9 promising stepped up Amert- 
ot cooperation with pact mer 
ers, 

The United States turned

They also demand an 
immediate reshuffling of party 
leaders. 

Leaders of the four groups of 
the antimain current faction 
met last night and reaffirmed 
their stand that they will not 
concede in regard to their two- 
point demand. 

If Kishi fails to give a satis- 
factory reply by noon today 
they said they would ask the 
three dissident Cabinet minis- 
ters to hand in their resigna- 
tions. 

The three Cabinet ministers— 
Havyato Ikeda, Hirokichi Nadao 
and Takeo Miki—Thursday 
night withheld their threats to 
resign. 

They withheld the threats 
after Kishi verbally assured 
them that he would reconsider 
the demands of the antimain 
current faction. 

The leaders of the antimain 
eurrent faction yesterday also 
came out in opposition to a 
compromise plan in which the 
dissidents would approve the 
January elections in return for 
the Kishi’s agreeing to allot the 
dissidents some party executive 
posts. 

There was. no indication yes- 
terday that the acute rivalry be- 
tween the two factions In the 
Liberal-Democratic Party might 
turn for the better. 

But observers believed the 
intraparty dispute, which had 
threatened to tear the reigning 
party to shreds, had passed its 
peak when the three rebel Cabi- 
net ministers pocketed their re- 
signations Thursday. 


Observers said Kishi insists

They said the antimain cur- 
rent faction, on the other hand, 
wants to have the Prime Minis- 
ter reshuffle party executives 
before the presidential elec- 
tions with the aim of launch- 
ing a new offensive against 
Kishi, depending on the results 
of the reshuffle. They predict- 
ed that maneuvers for a com- 
promise will be focused on 
bargaining regarding the timing 
of the elections and “the 
reshuffie of party executives.

Changes in Franc 


PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter)—The 
value of the franc has altered 
six times in relation to the 


dollar and the pound sterling 
since it was set at 49.625 to the 
dollar and 200 to the pound on 
Nov. 2, 1944. 

The first change was on Dec. 
26, 1945 when the franc was 
devalued to 119.1067 to the dol- 
lar and 480 to the pound. 


This remained the official 
value until Jan. 26. 1948 when 
the rate was fixed at 214.59 to 


the dollar and 864 to the pound. 

On Oct. 18, the same vear, 
the franc was further devalued 
to 263.59 to the dollar and 1. 
062.29 to the pound, 

On April 27, 1949 the new rate 
was set at 272.10 francs to the 
dollar and 1,097 to the pound. 

Following the devaluation of 
the pound sterling the franc 
gained relative to the pound. in 


the next adjustment on Sept. 
20, 1949 and the rate was fixed 
at 350 to the dollar and 6 fe to

Controversial 
¥10,000 Bid 
Issue Solved 


The embarrassing problem 
caused by the controversial 
¥10,000 bid by the Hazama-gumi 
for construction of the concrete 
framework of Crown Prince 
Akihito’s new palace was settl- 
ed yesterday when the seven 
construction firms which parti- 
cipated in the bidding agreed 
to undertake the job jointly. 


The seven companies are Ha- 
zgama-gumi, Obayashi-gumi, Ka- 
jima, Shimizu, Takenaka, Taisei 
and Toda, 


The agreement to undertake 
the project jointly followed a 
meeting between Construction 
Minister Saburo Endo and rep- 
resentatives of the seven firms. 
Endo sought their help in find- 
ing a “sensible solution” to the 
problem, 


Hazama-gumi was represent- 
ed at this meeting by one of its 
directors, Kashiro Kiuchi. 


Loud outeries against the 
Hazama’s “excessive devotion 
to the Throne” were raised 


among some segments of the 
public after the firm offered 
Dec. 22 to build the estimated 
¥6O to ¥70 million framework 
for ¥10,000, Bids by the other 
six firms ranged from ¥47 to 
¥72 million. 


Under the existing law, there 
is no minimum limit for bids. 
The lowest bidder gets the con- 
tract.

Police Slate 
Drive Against 
Locker Thefts 


The Police Agency ordered 
the establishment of special 
headquarters all over the coun- 
try Thursday to combat the ex- 
pected increase during the year- 
end of “ldcker thieves,” Japan's 
version of the safe-cracker. 


Cases of thieves breaking into 
buildings to rob lockers and 
safes have increased recentiy 
throughout Japan. 


A total of 2,796 cases involv- 
ing ¥137,630,000 were reported 
between January-November this 
year, which was an increase of 
796 cases involving ¥2,940,000 
over the same period last year. 


Private companies were the 
biggest victims, followed by 
agricultural associations, schools 
and governmental offices. 


Banks appeared to be the best 
fortified against the safe-crack- 
ers, only 15 having been singled 
out by thieves. 

The thieves seem to be pro- 
fessionals who leave behind no 
fingerprints or other identifying 
marks. 

Police have been able to ar- 
rest only about 30 per cent of 
the thieves, a rate far below 
their achievement in other 
fields of criminal investigation.

Parties Agree to Aid 
Families of Missing 


The ruling Liberal-Democratic and Opposition?Soctalist Par. 
ties have agreed to submit a joint bill to the current session of 
the Diet to assure Government monetary compensation for the 
families of unrepatriated Japanese, 

Welfare Minister Ryogo Hashimoto yesterday reported on the 


agreement to Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi. 

According to Hashimoto's re- 
port, the proposed bill will call 
for payment of official monetary 
compensation of '¥100,000 for 
each man who has not return- 
ed 


It will also call for legal dec- 
larations to classify the unre 
patriated as “permanently miss- 
ing.” The declarations will mean 
court orders to strike their 
names from family registers. 

The Welfare Ministry recent- 
ly disclosed the outline of such 
a compensation plan, 

Ae of last Aug, 15, the 13th 
anniversary of the end of the 
Pacific War, the ministry listed 
a total of 36,386 overseas Japa- 
nese as still unreturned, Of 
these, 33,308 were considered 
dead and for whom compensa- 
tion should be paid. 

Questionnaires have been 
sent out to 1,500,000 Japanese 
nationals repatriated in the 
postwar period to check on the 
present status of the 36,386 per- 
sons still listed as unrepatriat- 
ed. 

The nationwide survey is be- 
ing carried out by the central 
and local governments. 

According to the Welfare 
Ministry, the agency in charge 
of the repatriation program, 83 
per cent of those listed as un- 
repatriated are believed to be 
either in the Soviet Union or 
on the China mainland. It has 
found no evidence as to 
whether they are cead or alive. 

The number of unrepatriated 
persons was reduced from 
about 6,600,000 at the end of 
the war to some 300,000 by 1950, 
thanks to a series of intensified 
repatriation programs during 
the period. 

Until 1950, surveys on the un- 
repatriated were taken only by 
local governments on the basis 
of information obtained from 
repatriated persons because the 
large influx from South Pacific 
area and Chinese mainiand at 
that time made it technically 
impossible to hold nationwide 
surveys. \ 

In the meantime, the Govern- 
ment was urged to investigate 
Japanese nationals stranded 
abroad on a broader scale when 
it became known that thousands 
were believed to be in Soviet 
territories and continental 
China, 

The Welfare Ministry began 
in 1950 to collect data about the 
Japanese nationals in “Man- 
churia and the Soviet Union 
and intensified its survey after 
the effectivation of the Peace 
Treaty in 1952, 

The ministry generally check- 
ed the places where the missing 
persons were last seen by mak- 
ing inquiries of repatriates.

The first, and the more inter- 
esting, was “Danseuses d’Opera,” 
choreographed by Janine Char- 
rat and using an Ivan Semenoff 
score. It was an amusing trifle 
about backstage at the ballet 
and, as such, much resembled 
Anthony Tudor’s much more 
amusing “Gala Performance”— 
and at its lowest it only fell to 
the more extravagant manner- 
isms of Massine’s better period: 
“La Fille de Mme, Angot” in 
the provinces, 


The second was Maassine’s 
“Ballade” which was a strange 
number indeed, Everyone was 
in wigs and making like Greek- 
vase friezes, as in “L’Apres-midi 
d'un Faune.” There were nym- 
phs and a most. embarrassing 
satyr. In it Massine repeated his 
tired old tricks of the 1930s, and 
copied lavishly from everyone 
from Nijinsky to Balanchine 
(there was a sprouting tree at 
the end, a la “Orpheus”)—and 
the whole thing was set, most 
incongruously, to Faurte’s lovely 
“Ballade” for piano and orches- 
tra. One was saved from bore- 
dom, or worse, only in that it 
happened—quite unintentionally 
-——-to be quite funny. Then the 
program came to an end with 
Fokine’s “Les Aventures d’Har- 
lequin” {set to a bright and 
brassy Beethoven score) which 
was filled with commedia 
dellarte touches which didn’t 
quite come off. 


It was, or Would have been, 
a perfectly acceptable diversion, 
no* memorable in the slightest, 
but pleasant enough, if Art 
Friend had been content to let 
the company stand on its own 
slender merits.

New Shipping Firm 
Established Here 


A new Japanese shipping com- 


ser 


pany was established Thursday 
through a tie-up between a 
leading shipbuilding company 


and a major shipping firm. 

The new company is Futaba 
Kaiun with an authorized capl- 
tal of ¥200 million. Joint in- 
vestors in the firm are the Hl- 
tachi Shipbuilding and Engineer- 
ing Co. and the Yamashita 
Steamship Co. 

Futaba Kaiun was set up with 
a view to constructing new 
ships without the Government's 
financial help and resultant re- 
strictions. 

For the most part, shipping 
firms in Japan are unable to 
raise shipbuilding funds them- 
selves. They have to depend on 
loans from both governmental 
and city banks. The loans are 
issued under a series of Gov- 
ernment-sponsored shipbuilding 
programs allocating new vessels 
for construction to shipping 
companies. 

At the inaugural meeting of 
Futaba Kaiun Thursday, FEizo 
Yamanaka, vice president of 
Hitachi, was elected president 
of the new company. Toshiva

Smaller Consumption Argued 

The SGMA recently told the 
Commerce Department in Wash- 
ington---in preparation for quota 
negotiations—that there is justi- 
fication for a roll-back of 10 per 
cent in the Japanese quota, not 
for an increase. Despite the 
growth in American population 
during the past few years, con- 
sumption of cotton procucts has 
decreased, it is argued. The 
Japanese negotiating team is 
leaning heavily on the argument 
that growing American popula- 
tion and the business upswing 
from the recent recession justify 
larger exports to the U.S.

The Japanese Government 
will shortly adopt measures to 
dispose of mounting stock piles 
of coal and fertilizer which have 
reached a “maximum level.”

Japan’s Tax System 


MANILA (AP)—A top Fill- 
pino revenue official Thursday 
held up the Japanese tax struc- 
ture as a model for possible 
adoption in the Philippines. 

Acting Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Melecio Dom- 
ingo, who returned Wednesday 
from an official trip to Tokyo, 
said the Philippine Govern- 
ment “has much to learn from 
their (Japan’s) tax administra- 
tion procedure.” 

He said that, while about 50 
per cent of Japan's total re 
Venues came from income 
taxes, the Philippine Govern- 
ment got only about 29 per 
cent of its revenues from these 
taxes,

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Moscow’ s Ambitions 


The advent of Christmas has done nothing to relax 
international tensions, we fear, and the situation today can 
eniv be described as grave it is clear that Communist 
anmibitions. Yow grown enormous, are being steadily co- 
ordinated under the direction of Moscow, and the proceed- 
ings of the Supreme Soviet only serve to increase feelings 


of uneasiness. 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev, having finally obtained 
unfettered power in Moscow by the elimination of his 
domestic opponents, appears to have made up his mind to 
challenge the leaders of otner nations who will not how 
their heads to his policies. 

Around the utterances made in Moscow there is such 
an atmosphere of unblushing fabrication that it is dif- 
ficult to disentangle the various strings which are being 
played upon. 


The main theme is still, of course, that the United States 
with the help of its allies, is preparing to launch an attack 
on the Communist bloc, and that the various defense mea- 
sures adopted by the free nations against a possible on- 
slaught from that bloc are really intended to clear the way 
for an attempt to put down communism by force, It is 
upon this invention that the many strange assumptions, 

speeches and actions emanating from Moscow are con- 
venient ly hung. 

Thus in the case of Berlin, the true fact is that Moscow 
desires to get the Western allies out of the city so that it 
may consolidate the Communist Mast German regime the 
Soviet army has fastened upon the necks of a considerable 
proportion of the German people. But to cover up its in- 
trigues Moscow attempts to draw a picture of Western ag- 
gression based on Berlin and Foreign Minister Gromyko is 
put up to deciare that the “Berlin crisis” could develop into 
a “second Sarajevo” and that “any provocation here, any 
attempt at aggression against the German Democratic Re- 
public (East Germany) may start a new big war in which 
millions of people would find their deaths.” 

The boldness of Moscow's attitude is exemplified by 
the fact that this sudden “Berlin crisis” is one of Moscow's 
own making, Tensions existed certainly, but matters were 
fairly quiet until Mr. Khrushchey elected to throw a bomb- 
shell by demanding the Western allies quit the city. Mr. 
Gromyko's thinly veiled threats are not likely to drive the 
allies from adherence to their obligations but they can in- 
crease international tensions. It is not unnatural to ask 
why Moscow has chosen the present time for such strong 
forward moves? We may conclude that it is believed in top 
Communist circles that the present is a particularly dif- 
ficult time for the free nations and that they may be made 
to weaken their stand. That this is a vain hope, unfor- 
tunately does not mitigate the danger. 


Mr. Gromyko’s allegations on the subject of nuclear 
tests may be passed over for the moment but it may suf- 
fice to remark that nuclear weapons have their defensive 
aspect and we can hardiy expect the United States and 
Britain to give up means of defense until they have made 
quite sure that Soviet Russia is not planning to steal a 
march on them. 

The proceedings of the Supreme Soviet seem to us to 
reveal the obliquely tyrannical character of the Communist 
regime. “War propaganda” is made a punishable offense 
in adopting a new penal eode and quite obviously “war 
propaganda” is a term which could be applied to almost 
anything spoken or written against the Khrushchev Gov- 
ernment in view of the virtual hypothesis that all institu- 
tions anywhere in the world that do not have the approval 
of that government are to be regarded as inimical to the 
Soviet state and to international communism. 

It may be noted that Public Prosecutor Roman Rudenko 
asserted that all mankind would be grateful if other coun- 
tries accepted a law against war propaganda. “If they 
did,” he added, “some statesmen in the United States and 
West Germany would perhaps find themselves slightly 
shackled.” “Shackled” is a good word, no doubt dear to 
Mr. Rudenko’s heart and considered by the Communist 
leaders as the proper condition for humanity to be in. 


Certain propositions adopted by the Supreme Soviet 
may smack of more liberal ideas but the impression gained 
is one of a settled Kremlin policy, with Mr. Khrushchev 
firmly in the saddle and a “parliament” fully prepared to 

rubber stamp anything he may put forward. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Shelepin as the new head of the Soviet secret 
police, following the demotion of General Serov, confirms 
us In the yiew that power in Soviet Russia has now been 
concentrated in the hands of Mr. Khrushchev and a very 
few top Communist leaders with whom he has found him- 
self able to work. 

We are inclined to suspect that although the domestic 
situation in Soviet Russia may be slightly—although not 
essentially—eased there will be an increasingly strong atti- 
tude taken in external politics. Consolidation of Soviet 
power is likely to pass into more determined expansionism.

Express Dissatisfaction 


Responses from Sohyo were 
also 8 =F quick. Sohyo  chair- 
man Kaoru Ota and ‘secretary 
general Akira Iwai are reported 
to have voiced their “dissatis- 
faction” at subsequent liaison 
meetings with the Socialists, 


Suzuki tried to moderate the 
criticism by setting forth the 
common denominator line in his 
article In the organ magazine 
Socialist Party (not to be con- 
fused with the magazine Social- 
sm). 

But on Dec, 21, the representa- 
tives of the four left-wing groups 
within the Socialist Party con- 
ferred with the Sohvo leaders 
at an inn in Tokyo and agreed 
on a common front against the 
advocates of the right-wing 
course, On the following day, 
the party's central committee 
met to put an “end” to the in- 
traparty dispute. The commit 
tee defended the party merger 
from the criticism of Sakisaka 
and others and tried to guide 
attention to “struggles against 


the reactionary conservative 
forces,” 

The underlying discrepancy 
of views is not so simple as 


to be brushed aside by an offi- 
cia) statement from the central 
executive committee. Sohyo, 
for instance, wanted to clarify 
its own view by issuing its latest 
statement quoted above, 
Delicate Position 

The Sohyo leaders are. them- 
selves. in a delicate position, 
because they have to defend 
their position not only from the 
right-wing criticism, for exam- 
ple, from the labor leaders in 
Zenro (Japan Trade Union Con- 
gress), but also from the more 
radical elements in their own 
ranks, 

As far as the broad picture 
is concerned, however, indica- 
tions are that the Socialist left- 
ists are moving toward a grand 
alliance with Sohyo'’s support. 
As the right-wing activities by 
Nishio and his associates are 
also going strong, the Socialist 
Party finds itself at a veritable 
crossroad at this moment. 

If the Socialist leftists insist 
upon their radical views, the 
intraparty feud may intensify. 
So the leftists may possibly be 
pleasing the opponents of the 
party, or the advocates of the 
third-party movement in Japan.

Teaching is the lowest paid 
government job in Japan. 
There is no incentive in teach- 
ing, so promising young men 
with high intelectual standards 
prefer to go into other govern- 
ment services, 

This reminds me of the state- 
ment issued by Yoshio Nakano, 
noted critic, when he quit his 
post professor of English 
literature at Tokyo University. 
He said in his open letter that 
he could not “eat” on the pay 
given by the university. This 
statement by a scholar aroused

echolars often write for month-’ 


ly magazines and newspapers. 
Young professors or assistant 
professors who are regarded 
progressive write for “Sekai” 
and “Chuokoron,” monthilies 
popular among intellectuals. 

According to a newspaper ar- 
ticle written by an advisory 
member of the education com- 
mittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, professors at Tokyo 
and Kyoto universities are paid 
¥42,000 monthly Including tax 
after 10 years’ teaching while 
men of the same age in other 
government offices receive ¥51,- 
000° and judicial officials Y¥70,- 
000. 

Disparity widens as years ad- 
vance. After 30 years’ service 
the administrative officials are 
paid ¥96,000 and those in judi- 
clal service ¥95,000. The pay 
for professors with the same 
period of service is from ¥60,- 
000 to ¥61,000 monthly. 

The teaching staff at private 
universities are paid only 80 per 
cent or less than that paid at 
government - operated institu- 
tions. 

I was told in Switzerland that 
teaching is almost the highest 
paid job. Even a female teach- 
er in a small country elemen- 
tary school can afford to have 
a car and go on vacation trips 
to neighboring countries. Teach- 
ing is, therefore, a preferred 
job for young men and women 
of superior ability and intelli- 
gence. 

Some say that professors 
have an easy job because they 
are not tied down to the desk 
from 9 to 5. However, profes- 
sors must spend a great deal of 
time for research and also must 
prepare lectures. 

Higher pay will enable scho- 
lars to devote more time to 
their specific field of study with 
the result that students will 
benefit from well-prepared lec- 
tures. At the same time it is 
important that professors have 
time to spend with students to 
give’ extra-curricular guidance. 
They cannot do so now as they 
must teach extra hours at differ- 
ent schools or write articles for 
magazines to increase their in- 
come,

This is the fifth in the series of 
articles written by Minister Yiu 
presenting the Korean side of the 
Japan-ROK over-all talks. Minister 
Yiu takes up the issue of the 6090,- 
000 Koreans residing in Japan in 
this and in a subsequent article.— 
Editor. 


The plight of Korean re#l- 
dents in Japan is one of the 
outstanding tragedies of the 
20th century. Yet the world, 
tired of listening to other tales 
of misery and wars, knows very 
little about the case — though 
the fate of about 600,000 per 
sons is at stake, 


But can’t they just pack up 
and go home? 


And as they “once chose [o 
travel to Japan” and settie 
down in this nation, why don’t 
they assimilate and stop com- 
plaining, in one word: shut up? 

And isn't it so that the Jap 
nese Government has put “sev- 
eral thousand Koreans” on re- 
lief? Pretty nice treatment ot 
foreigners... 


These are some of the ques- 
tions being asked. I will answer 
them by stating the facts. 

First of all, 1 want to clarify 
that the issue being discussed 
between Japanese and Korean 
negotiators fall into two cate- 
gories: 

1) The status of some 600,000 
Koreans who “came” to Japan 
between 1910 (when the #8 
called annexation treaty was 
signed following five years of 
“negotiations” with a country 
that already was under the oc- 
cupation of Japan) and 1945, 
plus their dependents; 

2) Problems connected with 
the arrivals—legal and illegal 
—since 1945 of Korean -natio.- 
als. This issue will also be a 
part of the over-all talks even- 
tually. As the problem, gener%i- 
ly known as the detainee prob- 
lem, nevertheless affects the 
talks and Japan-ROK relations 
in general, I will state our stand 
on it in the next article. 

Retween 1910 and 1945, thou- 
sands and thousands of Japa- 
nese flocked to Korea. As they 
considered themselves the rep- 
resentatives of the “master 
race,” they took over all jobs 
but the menial, inferior ones. 

Hundreds of thousands of Ko- 
reans, deprived of their jobs at 
home, were recruited into 
forced labor battalions or small 
groups and shipped to Japaa. 


Here they became the hardest 
working, hardest sweating 
wheels of Japan's industrial 
combines. 


This forced movement of hu- 
man beings grew at such a furi- 
ous rate during World War I— 
when Japan's military machine 
and man-hungry industry cried 
for more and more fingers to 
pull the triggers and turn the 
wheels—that no parallel can be 
found in modern history (with 
the exception, of course, of 
forced migrations: in Russia 
and other Communist slave la- 
bor countries). 

I do not deny that a few 
Koreans came to Japan volun- 
tarily between 1910 and 1945. 
But I think it is necessary to 
emphasize once again that the 
overwhelming majority of the 
“1910-45 group” were forced to 
settle down in Japan. 

In view of this, the ROK Gov- 
ernment holds that it is the re- 
sponsibility of Japan that 
brought these persons here al 
so to grant these persons a de- 
cent status in Japanese s0- 
ciety, decent opportunities to 
earn their daily bread, decent 
opportunities to return to Ko- 
rea—if they so wish. 

These three conditions do not 
exist today, 

The Koreans who were force- 
fully brought to Japan but due 
to the many years spent here 
nevertheless consider Japan 
their “home away from home” 
and who like to remain in J2- 


pan, are being discriminated 
against, treated worse than 
third class citizens. 

Demands are being raised 


that Japan be granted the right 
to unilaterally deport to Korea 
any members of the “1910-45 
group,” including their depend- 
ents, some of them born in this 
country. 

But I do believe that any 
Japanese with a sense for fair 
play and justice—and there are 
many of these—wiil agree with 
me that the rights of the Ko- 
reans brought here by force up 
to 1945 should: not be confused 
with those Koreans who came 
here voluntarily after 1945, with 
valid passports or who smuggl- 
ed themselves into this coun- 
try. 

In order to pay her debt to 
this group of people who suf- 
fered so many hardships, I 
don't think it is demanding too 
much that Japan grant these 
Koreans of the 1910-45 ponren ie 


“permanent residence” plus the 
assurance that no members of 
this group will be deported with- 
out prior consultations with 
ROK authorities. If we don't 
get this “consultation” pledge, 
1 fear that the deportation 
clause could be abused to the 
extent that practically any 
member of the 1910-45 group— 
or all of them—might be de- 
ported, however slight their vio- 
lation of Japanese laws. 

We also wish Japan to grant 
these persons the rights to pos- 
sess property and to work (Gov- 
ernment jobs would, of course, 
remain closed to them) as long 
as they remain in Japan, Le, 
property and occupation rights 
that aliens in general are not 

entitled to enjoy or permitted 
to follow under relevant provi- 
sions of Japanese laws and reg- 
ulations. 


In this connection, I would 
like to point out that Koreans 
have been accorded discrimina- 
tory treatment in their business 
activities, just to mention one 
field. A Korean businessman 
finds it practically impossible to 
obtain a bank loan; and if he 
does succeed in getting a loan, 
the terms are much tougher 
than in the case of Japanese 
loan applicants, Diserimina- 
tory treatment in business and 
employment have made it im- 
possible for many Koreans to 
earn a living here, 


They came here as forced 
laborers: were denied the op- 
portunities to education and ad- 
vancement. Today, many Ko- 
reans consequently are on re- 
lief, considered a burden on the 
Japanese society. But I think 
it is only fair to expect the so- 
ciety that dragged them over 
here also to assume the respon- 
sibility of keeping the aged or 
ailing or unemployed members 
of this group alive; decently fed 
and dressed. 


This situation of discrimina- 
tory treatment in various fields 
should, of course, be remedied 
immediately. 

But despite the odds against 
them, some Koreans of the 1910- 
45 group did climb the ladder 
of success, 

They acquired homes and 
other property; they have saved 
some money and established 
small business enterprises— 
through hard work and modest 
living. 

Some of these persons would 
like to return to the Republic 
of Korea. But obviously, they 
do not want to do so if the price 
they have to pay is the loss of 
evervithing they have accumulat- 
ed in Japan after a lifetime of 
blood, sweat and tears, 

Whatever they have managed 
to save, they should be allowed 
to bring along to the “old coun- 
try,” including movable proper- 
tv—and without having to pay 
any special taxes or duties or 
customs fees. 

For wouldn't the joke be ra- 
ther too grim, too cruel if the 
state that “kidnaped” them and 
discriminated against them also 
proceeded to take a large chunk 
out of their lifetime savings? 

The no-taxes-no-duties provi- 
sion concerning returnees would 
be in line with international 
practice. 

To cite only three cases or 
precedents Hlustrating how the 
property rights of minority 
races have been protected, I re- 
fer to the United States-Mexico 
Peace Treaty of 1848: the 1924 
Danzig agreement. between Ger- 


many and Poland; and the 1905° 


Portsmouth Treaty between Ja- 
pan and Russia. 

Mexicans living in the ter- 
ritory ceded to the U.S. were en- 
titled to remain in that area as 
long as they wished. And if 
they did return to Mexico, no 
taxes or duties or other charges 
could be imposed on their pro- 
perty by the U.S. authorities, 

The same kind of provisions 
are contained In the Danzig 
agreement, including the remit- 
tance of funds to the home 
countries concerned. 

And Japan itself agreed to the 
same provisions in the case of 
those Russians who chose to re- 
main in South Sakhalin upon 
the partition of the island (fol- 
lowing Russia’s defeat). 

It may also be recalled that 
the SCAP (Supreme Commander 
Allied Powers) authorities in 
1945 decreed the all Koreans in 
Japan were legally entitled to 
remain here—if they wished to 
do so, 

In a previous article, I stress- 
ed the necessity for a quick 
solution of the art objects issue. 
As we in this case are dealing 
with human beings—and not 
with vases or broken knives 
found in old tombs—the neces- 
sity of a quick agreement is, of 
course, still more urgent.
